DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1, 4-6, 14-17 and 19-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a thin 
film transistor array panel comprising a combination of various elements as claimed more 
specifically a first protrusion formed directly on at least a portion of the first passivation layer 
and disposed on a portion corresponding to the data line, a pixel electrode formed directly on the 
first passivation layer including a cutout, and a second protrusion disposed on the cutout as set 
forth in claim 1; and/or a protrusion formed directly on at least a portion of the first passivation 
layer and disposed in the cutout at least in part as set forth in claim 14.
